This rain, of course, will diminish

Councilman Jessee am­ 
plified his remarks b y including as 
hazards v acant b uildings, old and oc­ 
cupied structures, and the perennial 
reminder to Sedalians of inadequate 
fire protection b ecause of the long 
runs required b y fire equipment. 


Sedalia’s two fire stations are not 
enough for emergency situations. The 
community has spread out in all di­ 
rections and here we are continuing 
to press our luck that nothing dis­ 
astrous may happen. 
Some of these 
days it will, and then what a pub lic 
clamor will b e heard for more fire 
stations, personnel and equipment. 
Three years ago the pub lic turned 
down an appeal of the city admini.s- 
tration to correct this neglectful and 
dangerous condition. 
Councilman .lessee's 
current

minder for Sedalia to do something 
ab out it should b e pressed into action 
as more timely now’ than three years 
ago 
Sedalia can’t rely upon the coun­ 
cilman’s qualification as a rain-maker 
in fire prev ention.

Fire and police protection we 
pretty much take for granted. 
There is another kind of pro­ 
tection few of us ev er think 
ab out. This is the serv ice ren­ 
dered b y the Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA). 
Most of us don’t realize how 
b adly we need it. 
Here are 
some of the facts: 
In recent months ov er 55 tons 
of wheat was seized and de­ 
stroyed b ecause it contained a 
poisonous 
mercury 
compound 
added as a 
seed treatment. 
Some additiv es are permitted 
within certain limits b ut there 
is no permissib le amount of 
mercury. 
A shipment of cav iar was 
seized b ecause it contained Ixir- 
on for which there is also no al­ 
lowab le limit. 
Six carloads of soyb eans were 
destroyed b ecause they contain­ 
ed crotalaria, a poisonous weed. 
A ton of caraway seeds was 
found to b e contaminated with 
small aluminum shav ings sharp 
enough to cut the gums or 
tongue if they had found their 
way into your loaf of rye b read. 
Sev en packages of b oneless 
turkey roll were found to b e in­ 
fected with paratyphoid germs. 
This lot had already caused an 
outb reak of food poisoning that 
inv olv ed 129 persons. 
Twelv e shipments of wheat to­ 
taling ov er 1 million pounds 


were found to b e contaminated 
b y rats. And 100.000 pounds of 
flour was found to b e infested 
with in.sects. 
A shipment of 
doughnuts had to b e condemned 
b ecau.se it was contaminated 
with rat poison. 
Two shipments of ocean perch 
were seized b ecause they con­ 
tained parasites, and two ship­ 
ments of shrimp b ecause they 
showed contamination with sew­ 
age. Other shipments of food 
were condemned b ecause spoil­ 
age had occurred. 
The FDA not only protects 
your health, it 
also protects 
your pocketb ook b y requiring 
correct lab eling of ingredients 
and measure. Many seizures 
are 
made 
b ecause of 
short 
weight. Others are made b e- 
cau.se of sub stitution of a cheap­ 
er product for the one stated 
on the lab el; for failing to state 
that artificial color, flav or or 
preserv ativ es hav e b een added; 
for failure to remov e scales 
from canned or packaged fish; 
or for adding water or foreign 
matter to increase the weight. 
One of the most outlandish in­ 
fractions of the law was perpe­ 
trated b y the owner of a mink 
ranch. He purchased ov er 5,000 
cans of insect-infected Argentine 
b eef to feed his mink. It was 
really quite a b argain b ut then 
he got the b right idea that he 
could make more money b y re­ 
selling the meat for human con­ 
sumption. He didn’t get away 
with it!

Puerto Rico: the Congregational 
Christian Church rec*eiv ed forty acres from 
Whipple Barracks for Prescott College in 
Arizona \alued at $10.000: while the Sun­ 
shine Bib le Academs. non-denominational, 
receiv ed two b uildings v alued at $1.300 at

Battle Lines Blurriii" On 
Canadian Medicare Plans

REGINA, Sask. (AP) — The 
battle lines are blurring in the 
dispute between Saskatchewan 
doctors and the province’s so* 
cialist 
government over 
the 
compulsory medical care insur­ 
ance plan put into operation 16 
months ago. 
The tempered attitude of doc­ 
tors, who once said they were 
unalterably opposed to compul­ 
sory medical care insurance in 
any form, is reflected in the 
comments 
of 
Dr. 
E. 
W. 
Barootes of Regina, vice presi­ 
dent of the Saskatchewan Col­ 
lege of 
Physicians and Sur­ 
geons. An outspoken critic last 
year, he now says; 
“ The pnofession hopes that 
these differences of view that 
exist can be ironed out and 
modifications made so that the 
plan will be acceptable. There 
are some pretty deep philosoph­ 
ical differences but we don’t 
want to pick a quarrel.” 
In neighboring Alberta, a vol­ 
untary medical care plan was 
launched Oct. 1. It provides 
government subsidies to help 
person^ with low income buy 
insurance from private compa­ 
nies. 
There has been no open op­ 
position to that plan, worked 
out by the Alberta Social Credit 
government, doctors and insur­ 
ance 
companies. 
After 
five 
weeks of operation, 131,000 of 
the 425,000 eligible had applied 
for a subsidy. 
Saskatchewan doctors in July 
of 1962 carried their opposition 
to ihe compulsory plan to the 
point of withdrawing normal 
medical services for 23 days. 
The plan was modified to allow 
doctors to work under it only in­ 
directly and to permit voluntary 
d(x:tor-operated medical insur­ 
ance agencies to continue. 
At its annual meeting in Oc­ 
tober, the college formally re­ 
stated its objection to some as­ 
pects of the plan but made 
clear this continuing opposition 
will not prevent doctors from 
sticking to the agreement un­ 
der which the plan was mod­ 
ified. 
Barootes said in an interview 
he hopes the doctors’ remain­ 
ing objections can be worked 
out quietly with the govern­ 
ment. 
The provincial health minis­ 
ter, A. E. Blakeney, .says: “ 1 
think there are relatively few 
problem areas now.” 
The plan compels most of 
Saskatchewan’s 
900,000 
resi­ 
dents to buy medical insurance. 
Barootes said the doctors’ main 
objections now are that the plan 
allows too much government 
control in some areas and has 
made it impossible that physi­ 
cians can be identified by their 
philosophical beliefs. 
It refers to the act that a 
minority of doctors work dir^t- 
ly under the plan, submitting 
claims to the Medical Care In­ 
surance Commission. Most cir­ 
cumvent direct association by 
billing patients or insurance 
companies, who in turn submit 
claims to the commission. 
Other government-doctor dif­ 
ferences revolve largely around 
the lack of coverage for some 
X-ray services and the number ^ 
of doctors who left the proviri.e 
because they did not like the 
plan. 
The college .says so many 
doctors have left that the stand­ 
ard of medical care has deterio­ 
rated. The government denies 
this. 
In September, the 
govern­ 
ment announced a 50 per cent 
reduction in one of the four 
levies that finance the $20 mil­ 
lion - a - year plan. Per.sonal 
premiums were reduced from 
$24 a year to $12 for families 
and from $12 to $6 for indivi-! 
duals. 
The slash was made possible 
by an accumulation of revenue 
from other sources — sales, in­ 
come and corporation taxes—in 
the six months before the plan 
went into effect and from a 
buoyant economy that boosted 
the tax receipts. 
Popularity of the scheme is 
expected to get a major test 
next year in the first provincial 
general election since the plan 
went into effect.
